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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, November 25, 1864. 

WE are still steeped to the lips in discussing 
piagiarism! The contention has brought to notice 
one or two singular facts which I think I ought to 
lay before you. Do not be afraid that Iam going 
to drag you into that slough! I shall only give 
you the waifs which 1 have made my own by wading 
through the morass. The author of “Christian et 
Marguérite” has denied that his vaudeville was 
taken from M. Alphonse Karr’s novel “ Midi a Qua- 
torze Heures.” It is true the latter author refuses 
to admit the denial for true, and really one less 
sceptical than St. Thomas would find it hard to ad- 
mit the asseveration with implicit confidence. The 
other fact is still more extraordinary. A few days 
since a gentleman called upon M. Emile Augier and 
held language somewhat to the following effect: 
* Sir,in your last play, ‘Maitre Guérin,’ you exhibit 
an inventor who pursues—yhat you declare an 
Utopian scheme—a method By which people may 
instantly be taught to read. This discovery was 
really made by my father, who exhausted his health 
and fortune in pursuit of it. He presented it to 
M. de Martignac, one of the ministers of the Resto- 
ration, who replied to my father in the very words 
you place in the mouth of one of your characters : 
‘Sir, if everybody knew how to read, it would be 
impossible to govern men.’ You can scarcely con- 
ceive how touched I was to see my own history 
dramatized as it has been by you.” You may con- 
ceive M. Augier’s astonishment. He is greatly 
assailed just now by the whole tribe of Guérin 
(quite as formidable a legion in France as the 
Smiths’ brigade is with you), who clamor for a 
change of name on the ground that Maitre Guérin 
is a most unscrupulous knave. I told you in a 
recent letter how deaf he is to these appeals. Let 
me supplement that letter by another incident of 
literary history. 

Some fifteen or twenty years since a dramatist, 
who lived in great ignorance of the drumatis per- 
sone in the comedy played daily on our ’Change 
(twenty years ago the spider of stock-gambling 
had not bitten as many people as now-a-days), 
gave toa character in a play the name of one of the 
most notorious swindlers in that mart. The ficti- 
tious character, it so happened, represented a most 
unscrupulous stock-jobber. You may conceive the 
just indignation of the fraudulent trader. Had he, 
in anything like measured terms, called the dra- 
matist’s attention to the wrong put upon him, the 
author would (as he has declared) immediately 
have changed the name of this character. But, 
ignorant of the fable of the contest between the sun 
and the wind, he went to the dramatist’s residencé 
and stormed. The latter, roused to anger, replied : 
“Sir, you are mistaken. Anything like confusion 
between you and my hero is impossible, for in my 
piece the personage ends by becoming an honest 
man.” 

Let me not slip to another subject without saying 
that the above-mentioned inventor succeeded in 
enlisting M. Augier’s sympathy. It seems that the 
inventor’s method has merit, and has been tested 
by experiment. He professes to be able, in two 
hours’ time, to teach the most illiterate person to 
read easily. M. Augier has promised to bring his 
method before the government during his visit to 
Compiegne. He has been invited to Compiegne— 
which is the Marly of the second empire—and so 
have M. Alex. Dumas, the younger, M. Octave 
Feuillet, M. Jules Sandeau, M. Sainte Claire Deville 
(the discoverer of aluminium), and M. Lachaud 
(the eminent advocate). 

We have M. Michelet’s long-promised book, “The 


Bible of Humanity.” An emptier rhapsody never 
issued from a Spanish convent’s cell. Judge 
for yourself. Here is the opening of the chapter 
entitled “ India—Redemption of Nature :” “ No one 
saves himself alone. Man does not merit his sal- 
vation except by the salvation of all. Animals, 
too, have their rights in God’s presence. ... In 
October, this year (1863), near a solitary sea, in the 
last hours of night, when wind and waves grow 
silent, | hear the humble voice of our domestic 
animals. From the lower part of the house, and 
from dark depths, these captive voices rose to me 
weak and plaintive, and filled me with melancholy— 
a serious and positive impression, and not an im- 
pression of vague sensibility. The more one ad- 
vances in life, the more one understands the true 
meaning of realities, the more one understands 
those simple but very grave things which the hurry 
of life makes us forget. ... This battle of good 
animals for man is an historical fact. ... Give the 
first place to the cow. ... She, alone, during the 
long journey from Bactriana to India, kept the 
primitive people alive. ... We must not judge 
the orang-outang by the animal with which we are 
familiar. No creature more than the baboon has 
been frightened, embittered, and perverted by man’s 
harshness.” 

So he goes on through the whole book. What 
a pity that a man of so much genius should allow 
his sensibility to become an olian harp on which 
caprice may sound what accent it pleases! M. 
Michelet. contrary to his custom, sold the copyright 
of this volume for a given number of years. He 
received $6000 in cash in exchange for the manu- 
script. The publisher sold 9000: copies the first 
week it was out, and it still sells well. 

Did I announce to you at the proper time the de- 
parture from life of M. Vattemare? His library 
and collection of autographs are soon to be dis- 
persed by auction. His autographs are curious, 
and American credulity and partiality for foreigners 
are ludicrously instanced in its catalogue. You 
may remember him cantering about America on a 
hobby, which he called his system of international 
exchanges, by which Europe gave the sweepings of 
its old bookshops while America returned the 
sweepings of its public documents’ rooms, which, 
by the way, are hid in the Hotel de Ville of Paris. 
I, for years, thought they were at the Imperial 
Library, in the Rue Richelieu. It has not been 
long since I discovered that the Journals of the 
Maine Senate and House and of the Legislature of 
Vermont were mummied in handsome bindings 
(Presented by the State of Maine,” etc.), and en- 
tombed in the municipal catacombs in the library 
which contains the reports of the inspectors of 
sewers and the keepers of the Morgue. The works 
wrought by professional philanthropists are like 
the fruit from foreing-houses—ever insipid and 
flaccid. M. Vattemare’s history is a curious one. 
He first filled fame’s trumpet by making her blow 
him for a ventriloquist. About 1830 he attracted 
crowds to the Gymnase by appearing in fifteen or 
twenty characters in the same piece. There was 
one play especially, “Les Ruses de Nicolas,” in 
which he played twenty parts, which drew all Paris. 
Finding, after making a professional tour in Eng- 
land, that he could earn a larger income by going 
out to private parties than on the stage, he relin- 
quished the theatre. These private performances 
not only made him independent of fortune, but 
they introduced him to aristocratic society. He 
desired to rise above the condition of a drawing- 
room buffoon, and he mounted the hobby of interna- 


‘tional exchanges and turned its head to America. 


A great bray arose, pronouncing M. Vattemare § 
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genius, and almost everybody went into ecstasy | 
over the “swop” of Congressional waste-paper for the | 
treasures of European libraries. M. Vattemare was | 
the man to take charge of the wooden nutmegs, and 

carry back to*America the solid sterling. It was | 
the age of the Morus mu/ticaulis fever, when bubbles 
passed for coin. The chief benefit gained from all 
this agitation was garnered by M. Vattemare. He 
became—what is of great consequence in Europe— 
He was the father of international ex- | 
changes. Few people knew what that meant, but 

they were pompous words which looked pregnant 

with meaning. They took M. Vattemare into 

diplomatic circles. He knew American representa- 

tives abroad, and as for his acquaintances and cor- 

respondents among Cabinet Secretaries, members of 
Congress, and Governors, it was as much as the old 

American almanac could do to hold the illustrious 

litany. Eminent acquaintances beget eminent ac- 

guaintances. Alexandre, the legend under which 

the dramatic coin circulated, was carefully effaced, | 
and the new piece, bearing the stamp Vattemare, | 
and the superscription international exchanges, | 
was put into circulation. People in America 
thought he was a great man in Europe, and people 
in Europe believed the Americans half worshipped 
him as a superior being, who brought the light of 
civilization among the red men who inhabit the 
wigwams of Philadelphia, and the virgin forests 
which on every side surround it. As the moon 
nightly cheats children, so obscurity shines by bor- 
rowed light. M. Vattemare became famous, amassed 
a considerable collection of all sorts of curiosities— 
not the least among which were the autograph 
letters of ingenuous Americans—all of which the 
auctioneer is about to disperse. 

1 ought to notice the death of Baron Heurteloup, 
who wrote a good deal on lithotrity. He also seems 
to have led a life of adventures. He went to St. 
Petersburg in search of patients, and while living in 
the atmosphere of barracks breathed there (where 
the pen is not mightier than the sword), he invented 
a musket for which the Czar gave him $120,000 as 
patent royalty. Likea Frenchman he threw physic 
to the Russian doctors, and came to Paris to enjoy his 
money. He, soon after his return here, invented 
the instrument for crushing stone in the bladder. 
About the same period of time Dr. Leroy d’Etiolles 
invented an instrument for the same purpose, and 
each claimed priority of discovery. They fought

the quarrel as if they had been theologians. They 
threw pamphlets at each other’s head. They spit | 


all sorts of nasty epithets at each other. They 
feed half the Paris bar to tear each other’s works, 
instruments, method, reputation, and private life 
to pieces. They marshalled or tried to marshal 
all the medical men of Paris in battle array on 
either side. Dr. Ricord was challenged “under 
Which king” by Dr. Leroy d’Etiolles writing to | 
that eminent surgeon to know if he had said that | 
he (Dr. Leroy) was unable to extract the stone. | 
Dr. Ricord’s characteristic reply is still chuckled 
over here. It went somewhat as follows: “My 
dear brother doctor, you tell me you have heard | 
that I was represented as saying that you were un- 
able to extract the stone. Rest assured that my 
honest belief is that, if you were to apply your lips | 
to the orifice of exit, and say to any stone, ‘Stone, | 
come out of that bladder,’ the stone, however large it | 
might be, conscious that you could fetch it out either | 
by your instrument or your scalpel, at your good | 
pleasure, and with equal ease, would immediately | 
roll down.” It may be said these men quarrelled 
until death separated them. Dr. Leroy d’Etiolles 
died three or four years ago. They both accumu- | 
lated considerable estates by their professional | 
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practice. M.Gandon, the author of a book entitled. 
* Les 32 Duels de Jean Gigon” (a book which had 
a prodigious run here—I can’t imagine why), died 
a few days since of paralysis. 

Our eyes are again turned to the French Academy 
to discover whom it will elect to fill the vacant 
arm-chair. Rumor is unusually obstinate in as- 
serting that the new academicians will be Arch- 
bishop Darboy, of Paris, and M. Autran. M. Jules 
Janin’s name seems to have been entirely dropped. 

The government of Mecklenberg-Schwerin have 
not only interdicted the sale of two pamphlets 
recently published by Herr Streit, of Cobourg, but 
have laid a ban on all his future publications, fol- 
lowing the precedent set by the Prussian govern- 
ment when they went crazy after 1848, and during 
the delirium interdicted all the past, present, and 
future publications of Herr Campe, of Hamburg. 

The famous leader of the Poles in their ever glori- 
ous attempt to shake off the Cossack yoke, Mieros- 
lawski, has published his correspondence with the 
national government of Warsaw; his object is the 
questionable purpose of demonstrating that the 
miscarriage of the insurrection is attributable to 
the Czartoryski party. I believe he is mistaken in 
his opinion. The title of his work is “ Documents 
relating to the History of the Organization of the 
National Insurrection of the year 1863.”... A monu- 
ment to Kant has been erected at Koenigsberg. ... 
M. Gaiffe, a writer connected with the press (but 
who, it is said, is about to become the private sec- 
retary of the Viceroy of Egypt), is to marry Mlle. 
Marie Vernon, a pretty danseuse of the Grand 
Opera. ... M. and Mme. Renan have gone to Egypt 
for the winter. ... It is rumored that for econo- 
my’s sake the admirable establishment of the Im- 
perial Printing Office is to be farmed to a private 
printer. It costs some $600,000 a year, but nearly 
pays its expenses. Ido not quite understand this 
rumor. ... Some idea of the extraordinary facili- 
ties for study to be found in these great capitals 
may be formed when I state that at the Ministry of 
Justice alone there are 300,000 full and accurate re- 
ports of cases of suicide, every one of which contains 
all letters or scraps of writing left by the self-mur- 
derer which relate to his crime. ... I mentioned in 
my last letter the astonishing error to be found in 
one of M. Pagnerre’s almanacs. A Frenchman was 
asked the other day whether the notice taken of so 
absurd a mistake would not mortify the author and 
“Great heavens, no,’”’ was the reply ; 
“they will be delighted to have their almanac so 
widely noticed.” Isn’t that French? ... M. Alex. 
Dumas (who does not know a single word of Eng- 
lish—what of that? neither did Ducis) is busily 
engaged translating and “ improving” for the French 
stage Romeo and Juliet. ... The French expor-

SHAKSPEARIAN Documents.—The “ London Athe- 
neum” has the following announcement, which is 
curious, if true: “A Shakspearian discovery of no 
little interest has just been made at Birmingham. 
Amongst the papers, no longer of legal value, which 
had accumulated fora century in the old-established 
office of Messrs. Best & Horton, the head clerk to 
that firm, Mr. Joseph Hill, detected several docu- 
ments in which the poet and John Shakspeare, the 
father, were mentioned. They turned out to be 
deeds referring to estates adjoining to the birthplace 
in Henley Street, one of which is of special interest. 
John Shakspeare being spoken of, in the year 1575, 
as a yeoman, and as then residing in that street. 
One of the documents has a seal, with the initials 
*W. S.’ attached to it; but this is found to be a 
different one from that believed to be Shakspeare’s.”’ 
The only known authentic autographs of Shakspeare 
are his signatures (three) to his will, and his sig- 
natures to two legal documents ; one his purchase- 
paper of a house in Blackfriars, London, and the 
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MISCELLANEA. 


NatuHanieL HawrHorne.—The following, from the 
“London Examiner,” a paper deservedly prized for 
its liberal and impartial criticism,under Leigh 
Hunt, Albany Fonblanque, and John Forster, pays 
the following tribute to the great writer whom we 
lately lost: “Those of us who knew Hawthorne 
only by his writings feel that the literature of our 
language has lost one of its true chiefs. Who now 
can analyze, as he did, the strange secrets of hearts, 
dimmed with sin or wild with passion? Who can 
touch, as he did, onthe mysteries of human nature, 
and half lift the veil which conceals from us the 
unseen world of visions? Who can throw, as he 
did, so wondrous a light of fancy on all common 
things, that they grow beautiful, or fantastic, or 
pathetie, as the rays dart fitfully upon them? His 
way, 1s that of all true men of genius, was his own 
way in which he alone had mastery. We have in 
the old country two or three novelists of genius as 

‘true, and one with higher gifts than Hawthorne’s, 
but neither here nor in America is there any writer 
to fill the place which stands vacant now; and that 
border land between prose and poetry, which he 
made his own, now lies unclaimed by any.”

History of New England. By John Gorham Palfrey. 

Vol. 3, pp. xxii., 648. Boston: Little, Brown &

Mr. Palfrey’s history is a standard work, and an 
original contribution to our knowledge of the colo- 
nial condition of the New England States. The 
general subject of the present volume is the final 
relations with the Stuart Kings, commencing with 
about the year 1665, and coming down to the acces- 
sion of William and Mary. As illustrations we 
have a map of New England before 1689, Hubbard’s 
map of New England in 1677, and Seller’s map of 
New England in 1685. As in the case of its prede- 
cessors, the materials of the present volume have 
been to a great extent derived from original inves- 
tigations. The author has frequently resorted to 
the collection of Colonial Papers in the British State 
Paper Office, which he carefully examined eight 
years ago. The preface intimates that Mr. Palfrey 
will add nothing further to his history, but leave it 
tosome successor tocomplete. *He will have the satis- 
faction of knowing that if he has not produced vol- 
umes sparkling with literary beauties, he has col- 


lected, ina painstaking, accurate, and conscientious 

manner, a voluminous and permanent body of facts, 

to which future historians and students of the past 
will be obliged to resort.

Some of the poems are ancient, but most of them 
are modern. We should have been better pleased 
if the authorship of the pieces had been more fully 
indicated, for many that appear as anonymous 
possess a great deal of merit.

Reynard the Fox; a Burlesque Poem from the Low- 
German Original of the Fifteenth Century. pp. 
xi., 202. Boston: De Vries, Ibarra & Co. 

We have here a famous old European fable in a 
modernized dress. The preface gives us a brief 
bibliographic sketch of the poem. Among other 
facts, it is stated that from the fifteenth down to 
the end of the eighteenth century no less than 
twenty-two editions of the original have been pub- 
lished. It has been translated into almost every 
language of Europe, and even into Latin verse and 
into Hebrew. Goethe translated it into German 
hexameters. What we have in this edition is per- 
haps rather a paraphrase than a translation. Some 
passages that were thought to savor of indelicacy 
have been exchanged or mitigated ; the scene of the 
action has been transferred from Germany to Eng- 
land. A new division of the text has been adopted 
into four Parts, and each Part into three Cantos, and 
abridgments have been made in order to avoid 
pleonasms and tautologies. The mechanical execu- 
tion of the volume is admirable and in every respect 
highly creditable to the publishers. 


Children’s Songs from the Ilillside. By Julie Leon- 
ard. pp. vii., 155. Boston: E. P. Dutton & Co. 
In taking up this volume we are first of all struck 

with its beautiful appearance. In its exterior and 
its typography it is extremely attractive. The poe- 
try it contains is well worthy of such accompani- 
ments, for its purity of sentiment, and the warm 
affection which it breathes for the sweet little folks 
to whom it is addressed, and of whom it sings, can- 
not fail to commend it to every reader who has the 
slightest touch of love for those innocent ones of 
whom is the Kingdom of Heaven.

The Miner Boy and his Monitor ; or, The Career and 
Achievements of John Ericcson, the Engineer. By 
Rev. P. C. Headley. pp. 297. New York: Wil- 
liam H. Appleton. 

Mr. Appleton is publishing a series of lives of 
American Heroes for boys and young men, written 
by Rev. P. C. Headley. We have already had the 
“ Hero Boy” (Gen. Grant), the ‘* Patriot Boy” (Gen. 
Mitchell), and now we have the “Miner Boy,” 
which purports to be the authentic biography dr 
Ericcson, the engineer. The sources of informa- 
tion are furnished in part by the subject of the 
biography. The narrative traces the career of 
Ericeson from his birth, in 1803, in the Swedish 
province of Wermeland, to his sojourn in England, 
and thence to his departure for the United States, 
in 1839, and down to the present time. The book 
will be of special interest to those who are fond of 
studying the recent improvements in naval archi- 
tecture and propulsion. The circumstances con- 
nected with the building of the Monitor are of 
course fully described. Mr. Headley, the author, 
is quite popular in this department of literature.

This work, before publication, had been used in 
manuscript in several Sunday Schools, and had 
proved a decided success. It contains a series of 
plain, simple lessons, to be employed by teachers in 
addressing the little pupils of infant schools. The 
plan is one highly adapted to arousing interest and 
attention in the school-room. 


The Patriotic Speaker, consisting of Specimens of 
Modern Eloquence, together with Poetical Extracts 
adapted for Recitation, and Dramatic Pieces for 
Exhibitions. By Robert R. Raymond, A.M. pp. 
xvi, 524. New York: A. S. Barnes & Burr. 
This is a very copious and diversified selection, 

including a large number of passages taken from 
writers and speakers still living. The compiler has 
sought to give to his volume all the interest which 
attaches to present, rather than past, persons and 
events. It therefore in some measure reflects the 
great interests of the passing time. 


The Sailor Boy: or, Jack Somers in the Navy. A 
Story of the Great Rebellion. By Oliver Optic. 
pp. 336. Boston: Lee & Shepard. 

This is one of the volumes in a series of “ Army 
and Navy Stories.” It is described as not altogether

Queens of Song; being Memoirs of the most Celebrated 
Female Vocalists who have performed on the Lyric 
Stage from the Earliest Days of Opera to the Present 
Time; to which is added a Chronological List of 
all the Operas that have been performed in Europe, 
By Ellen Creathorne Clayton. With portraits, 
pp. xiv., 543. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
We have here sketches of all the famous song- 

sters, starting with Katherina Tofts and Margarita 
de l’Epine, at the close of the sixteenth and begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century, and coming down 
to Piccolomini, Pyne, and Tietgens in our own time. 
The sketches are written in a pleasant, lively strain, 
and will doubtless gratify those who are interested 
in the personalities of the opera, and in the history 
of its @ading prima donnas. It is full of biographi- 
cal incidents and characterizations which cannot 
elsewhere be found in a single volume. We have 
turned over its pages with a good deal of pleasure, 
and have no doubt that the volume will be popular 
with the cultivators and lovers of music. 


Essays: Historical and Biographical, Political, Social, 
Literary, and Scientific. By Hugh Miller. Edited, 
with a Preface, by Peter Bayne. pp. xii., 501. 
Boston: Gould & Lincoln. 

In this volume are forty-eight articles originally 
contributed to the “ Witness,” during the conduct 
of that paper by Hugh Miller. The different sub-, 
jects of these essays are indicated in the title of the 
book. Mr. Bayne tells us that Miller’s habit was 
to compose his journalistic articles with great care, 
reflection, and labor, so that we may expect to find 
here a body of mature thought upon the leading 
topies of the time. He says that in the quality of 
completeness these articles, so far as he knows, 
stand alone in the records of journalism. We trust 
that journalists in this country may be induced to 
read them and learn therefrom what manner of high 
standard should be adopted in their profession, for 
journalism is now a profession, and a most re- 
sponsible one. We may here see that discussions 
may be conducted in the editorial columns of a 
newspaper in such manner as to call into requisi- 
tion all the faculties of a vigorous and informed 
intellect like Miller’s, and elicit productions which, 
instead of being ephemeral, shall constitute, as in 
the instance now before us, abiding contributions 


| to our literature. 


Zulu-Land, or Life among the Zulu-Kafirs of Natal 
and Zulu-Land, South Africa. With Map and 
Illustrations, largely from original Photographs. 
By Rev. Lewis Grout. pp. 351. Philadelphia: 
Presbyterian Publication Committee. 

The author of this volume was for fifteen years 
Missionary of the American Board in South Africa, 
and has, therefore, abundant opportunities, derived 
from personal observation, as well as from a know- 
ledge of the language of the people among whom 
his lot was cast, of becoming fully informed as to 
their mode of life. The country he describes is on 
the eastern coast of South Africa on that part of the 
Indian Ocean extending from about the twenty- 
eighth to the thirty-first degree of latitude. The 
volume is full of information concerning the customs 
of the people, their language and literature, the geo 


| graphical features of the country, the origin and re- 


lationship of its tribes, its early Dutch settlement 
and present colonial relations with England, its 
botanical and zoological productions, and the plant- 
ing and progress of the American Zulu Mission. 
The writer’s style is pleasant, and his narrative is 
altogether one which we have looked through with 
a great deal of satisfaction. 
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Mental Geometry, or Generalizations of Geometrical 
Demonstrations tn Planes, Solids, and Spherics ; 
designed as a Manual for Teachers and for Stu- 
dents of High Schools, Normal Schools, and Col- 
leges, and intended to subserve the same purpose 
in Geometrical Science as a Mental Arithmetic in 
Arithmetical Science. By Henry W. Holloway, 
Professor of Higher Mathematics in Bryant, Strat- 
ton & Bannister’s Commercial College. pp. vi., 
243. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
There is something apparently novel in the course 

of geometrical instruction here pursued. It is in- 

dependent of illustrations by figures or diagrams, 
and depends for its comprehension solely upon the 
reasoping processes of the mind. While we would 
deprecate every attempt to dilute mathematical 
study in such a way as to deprive it of its excel- 
lence as a vigorous mental gymnastic, we are free 
at the same time to confess that we see no reason 
why we should not, to a certain extent, have, as Mr. 

Holloway puts it, a Mental Geometry as well as a 

Mental Arithmetic. The test of the method will be 

found in the results of its practical application by 

the teacher, and in thus determining how far it is 
superior to or may take the place of the ordinary 
methods of study. 

Philosophical and Practical Orthography, Topically 
and Systematically arranged, containing a Systema- 
tic Order for the Analysis and Formation of Words. 
By David Parsons, Dubuque. pp. 108. Iowa: 
B. M. Harger. 

This work is designed to instruct teachers, to be 
a text-book for primary and advanced pupils in 
schools, a treatise on orthography, articulate sounds, 
etc, to educate all the organs of speech, break 
up stammering and stuttering, secure perfect articu- 
lation, enunciation, and voice, and to develop 
the lungs, making them healthy and strong, and 
to secure, by means of a systematic order of ana- 
lyzing, the analysis of words, embracing a classifi- 
cation of sounds, their combinations, and the use 
of radicals, suffixes, and prefixes. It is quite evi- 
dent that in the hands of a faithful instructor, most, 
if not all of these objects may be attained. 

Vite Virorum Illustrium Americx, a Columbo ad 
Jacksonum; Notis Anglicis Illustrate, neenon Vo- 
cum omnium Interpretatione Instructa. Auctore N. 
C. Brooks, LL.D. Novi Eboraci: A. 8. Barnes et 
Burr. pp. 356. 

We have never been partial to the substitution of 
modernized Latin for the classical, although we can 
easily imagine that such a work as the present may 
have the effect of giving interest and vitality to the 
study of the language of the Romans, even if re- 
garded only as a literary curiosity. The author 
thinks it should take the place of L’Hommond’s 
Viri Rome. For a class of young ladies perhaps 
one work will be found to be quite as useful and in- 
Structive as the other; but whoever desires collate- 
rally to study the history, antiquities, legislation, 
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manners, aud customs of the ancient Romans, which 
are the great accessory benefit of the classics, 
will find himself deprived of these advantages in 
the use of such a work as the present, where many 
of the words employed are, in their modern appli- 
cation, simply huge misnomers. However, we fully 
appreciate Mr. Brooks’ enthusiasm in promoting 
classical study, as manifested not only in the pre- 
sent, but in previous efforts. The publishers have 
given us the volume in excellent style, and have 
copiously illustrated the text by portraits, medals, 
etc.
